A BALTIMORE EDITOK 
:MAKES A REPUBLI- 


CAN SPEECH.—Gol. -Evans, editor of the 
Baltimore Patriot,- made a manly and fear- 
less speech at a republican meeting in New 
York recently; :He declare! that he was-a 
member of the " American'-' party, but en- 
dorses the Chicago platform and was ready 
to vote for Lincoln. He said " the leaven is: 
spreading in the south. Maryland, Viigin- 
ia and Kentucky would each give them sev- 
eral thousand votes'. The southern descend- 
ants of the'tneu who periled thair lives' for 
freedom would'stand for freedom still; He 
had received an anonymous letter telling 
him that unless he ceased to proclaim his 
attachment for Lincoln, he wonld be com- 
pelled to leave Baltimore, and he had told a 
friend then that on £he 6th > of November 
next, live or die, survive or pensh, if1 it 
was the last act of his life, he would cast 
an open ballot for Lincoln and Harnlin.— 
(Long continued applause.) Col. Evans 
told how the Baltimore Patriot had been 
proscribed because it supported the princi- 
ple of freedom. He considered the elec- 
tion of the republican candidates a fore- 
gone conclusion. He wanted the men of 
the north^uot.to be scare'd with this-'sca're- 
crow of the dissolution, of the union.

thunderstruck -at the Information of a 
friend this morning that he was to be here 
within ihe hour. There was no time to be 
lost, and so, though rather a dull and for- 
saken looking town, we drove to the rail- 
way. There was .no signs of preparation 
on the road—a banner of the Madonna- 
hung across the street from the church to 
the barracks, but no Sardinian flag. There 
was no hurry scurry in the streets, and I 
thought that there might have been some 
mistake about the matter, but nothing of 
the kind..

At the railway, station, national guards 


were stationed "at; all the entrances, and 
flags were coming down in-rapid succession 
for the arrival of the dictator, was : sudden, 
like everything he does, and people were 
unprepared; /.The waiting rooms inside were 
full of the most eminent eharate'rs of Na- 
ples, at least among ffie, Liberals.

Tb« Differ*at Positions of DouglM on 
Slarcry.. 


We group together below some of the dif- 


ferent opinions which Mr. Douglas has held 
on the Subject of Slavery : 


1. In 1845, Mr. Douglas endeavored to 


prohibit slavery in the states which were to 
be formed out of the territory of Texas. 


2. In 1845, Mr. Douglas distinctly asser- 


ted that congress had the right to govern 
the territories, and that they were subject 
at all times to its jurisdiction. 


3. In 1649, he regarded the Missouri 


compromise as a " sacred thing," and ia 
1854 he introduced a bill into the senate to 
repeal it. 


4. In 1850, he declared that it is no vio- 


lation of southern rights to prohibit slavery 
in the territories. 


6. In 1830, he advocated the irrepressi- 


ble conflict and the gradual emancipation 
of the slaves. 


6. In 1850, he believed that congress 


might rightfully exclude slaves, banks or 
ardent spirits from the territories. 


7. In 1849, he declared himself in favor 


of the Witmot Proviso, aud in 1800 he waa 
in favor of extending the Missouri compro- 
mise to the Pacific ocean. 


8. In 1850, he declared that he believed 


in a " higher law " than human enactments. 


9. Mr. Douglas in 1836, voted against a 


proposition to permit the people of Kansas 
to exclude slavery from said territory, or to 
regulate it therein. 


10. lie declared that the question of ad- 


mitting or prohibiting slavery is judicial, 
and he will abide by the decision of the 
courts. 


11. The supreme court decided that the 


right of property in a slave is distinctly and 
expressly affirmed in the constitution, and 
that the only power conferred upon con- 
gress in relation to slavery " ia the power, 
coupled with the duty of guarding and pro- 
tecting the owner in his rijjht." 


12. Mr. Douglas endorsed the wltole de- 


cision in a ipeech at Springfield, in 1857. 


13. In 1856, Douglas declared that the 


sovereignty of ft territory remains in abey- 
ance, suspended in the United States. , 


14. At New 0-leans, in 1858, he declar- 


ed that slaves are recognized as " property " 
by the constitution; and in the senate, in

And now for theevsnts of the day. Gar- 


ibaldi is among na, ' He marched, as one 
of his followers said to ma to day, for sev- 
eral days 45 miles consecutively. Well, he 
arrived at Salerno yesterday, and had, I am 
given to understand, a most brilliant recep- 
tion. " Perhaps he may come in for the 
feast of Pis di Grotts," said some, but I was 
thunderstruck at the information of a 
friend this morn me that he was to be here 
within .the hour. There was no time to be 
lost, aud so, though rather a dull and for- 
saken looking town, we drove to the rail- 
way. There was no signs of preparation 
on the road—a banner of the Madonna 
hung across the street from the church to 
the barracks, but no Sardinian flag. There 
was no hurry scurry ia the streets, and I 
thought that there might have been some 
mistake about the matter, but nothing of 
the kind. 
, 


At the railway station, national guards 


were stationed at all the entrances, and 
flags were coming down in rapid succession 
for the arrival of the dictator was sudden, 
like everything he does, and people were 
unprepared. The waiting rooms inside were 
full of the most eminent charatera of Na- 
ples, at least among (Be Liberals. There 
were all the members of the committee 
which'baa issued its mysterious commands 
for so many months; Ataia, the new com- 
mander of the National Guards; Leopardi, 
the historian; a great many of our coun- 
trymen, Lanover among the number; a few 
but very few ladies, as still there was an 
impression, that a row might take place. I 
stood by a priest who was chief of the pro- 
visional government of Lecce, and who in- 
dulged in anecdotes of Garibaldi, whom he 
knew well in Rome. But what delays the 
dictator 1 10J o'clock and he does not 
make his appearance. At laet a bell rings, 
and a train approaches, and there is a tre- 
mendous burst of " Fi'ixw;" but no, it ii 
not the hero ; it is a convoy of Bavarian 
soldiers, who have lately deserted, aud are 
joining the winning cause. So we turn 
round again, and talk over the suffering and 
persecutions of the last twelve years, and 
point out all the remarkable men in the 
room. At last 12 o'clock strikes, and a bell 
sounds, and from a distance a signal is 
made that Garibaldi is approaching. "Vi- 
va Garibaldi t" rise* from a thousand voices 
and the train stops ; a few red-jackets get 
out, and they are seized, hugged aud kiss- 
ed with that most anmercifal violence 
which characterizes Italian ardor. 


There was one poor elderly man, who, by 


virtue of his white beard, was taken for 
Garibaldi, and was slobbered so that I 
thought he must have sunk Bunder the ope- 
ration ; but the great man had gone round 
by another door, and so there was a rush in 
all directions to intercept him. 'Ho drove 
round by a side street to the front of the 
Carmine, and thus, by a knowing dodge, we 
came in front of the Dictator. There is no 
mistaking that face; there is the grandeur 
and openness of nature's noblemen express- 
ed, and does not say any one thing while 
plotting another; it is marked by a loyalty 
whicn in vain might be sought for in that 
of many of the so-called great ones of the 
earth. I was much struck with his culm 
self-possession, and the extreme sweetness 
of his smile. He was not in the carriage 
of the French minister, though I believe it 
had been placed at his disposal—but in one 
hired for the occasion. Followed and ac- 
companied by three lines of carriages, he 
went along the Marinella, through the Basso 
Porto, surrounded by thousands, aud deaf- 
ened by their greetings, up the Lago Castel- 
lo, and by San Cairo, and the palace of the 
King, which Royalty left but a few hours 
before, and entered the palace of reception 
for foreign princes.

backward and forward, looking up at the 
windows, and shouted for the appearance 
of Garibaldi. First came one red coat, 
then another, and at last the hero. What a

0.' Mr. Douglas in 1856, voted against a 


proposition to permit the people of Kansas 
to exclude slavery from said territory, or to 
regulate it therein, 


10. He declared that the question of ad- 


mitting or prohibiting slavery is judicial, 
and he will abide by the decision of the 
courts. 


11. The supreme court decided that the 


right of property in a slave is distinctly and 
expressly affirmed in the constitution, and 
that'the only power conferred iipon con- 
gress in relation to slavery " is the power,

lo, and by San Cairo, and the palace of the 
Kiug, which Royalty left but a few hours 
before, aud entered the palace of reception 
for foreign princes. 
The crowd waved 


backward and forward, looking up at the 
windows, aud shouted for the appearance 
of Garibaldi. 
First came one red coat, 


then another, and at last the hero. 
What a 


cry of Viva there rose from a vast mass be- 
low ! It was impossible to make .himself 
heard amid the noise and confusion, and so 
Garibaldi leaned over the iron railing and 
gazed intently on the crowd. A wave of the 
hand at last asked for silence, but iu vain. 
"Zitli! zitti."' rose from all sides, and 
there was perfect silence. " JTeapolitans/' 
said a voice as clear as a bell, and with an 
enunciation so distinct that nothing could 
fail to reach the ear— 


"This is a solemn, holy and memorable 


day. 
This day, from being subjects under 


the yok« of tyranny, you have become a 
free people. 
I thank you in the name of 


the whole of Italy. You have performed a 
great work, not only for Italy, but for all 
humanity, whose rights you have vindicat- 
ed. ' Hurrah for liberty 1! so much dearer 
to Italy, inasmuch as she has suffered much 
more than other nations. 
' Long 
live 


Italy!'" 


The cry was taken up by the thousands 


assembled aud " Viva Italia .'" might have 
been heard from one end of the city to 
the other. There were curious spectacles 
to be witnessed of Amazons to the number 
of 200, who, dressed in the Garibaldian 
uniforms, had vowed to place themselves 
in front of the national guard and of Gar- 
ibaldi, in case the military had interfered. 
There were priejts with tri-colored scarfs 
over their shoulders and banners in their 
hands, bareheaded monks with muskets on 
their shoulders.1 


There were raen and women with un- 


sheathed swords and daggers^ aud sword- 
sticks in their hands wbicb they brandished 
in all the drunkeness of enthusiasm. There 
were hundreds of Lazzoroui, "armed with 
pikes which had been provided for the de- 
fence of the barricades had the Bourbons 
driven the people to such extremes. 
Such 


were some of the scenes to be witnessed.— 
I remarked that Garrabaldi made not the 
slightest allusion to the name of Victor 
Emanuel, and I remarked also that with 
few exceptions, the only cries in the streets 
were "Viva Garibaldi!" "Viva Italia!"— 
On entering the Palace and the room in 
which Garibaldi was received, I saw him 
giving audience to a deputation of Veneti- 
ans. " We are all ready and organized, 
general, and anxious to begin.'1' 
'.' You 


cannot be more anxious than I am," was 
the reply, and then he left the room to re- 
pose and take some refreshment. . 


In the afternoon Garibaldi visited the 


Duomo and the greetings were more enthu- 
siastic than in the morning, and the crowd 
far greater. It was .a .worthy, demonstra- 
tion. - Prom the Duomo he returned to the 
Palazzi Angri, in the Toledo, where for the 
present he-resides, if he can be said to re- 
side anywhere; for his officers tell me that 
he may go off to Gaeta in the morning, or 
to the Abruzzi in the evening. 
We; never 


know his movements or his wterabonts.— 
How the people's lungs stand it I can't 
make out, but there was no occasion of 
shouting and of galloping up and clown, 
and kissing and hugging the whole of this 
blessed day; and, now the night has set in, 
every house is illuminated. 
There- is a 


torchlight procession in carriages and on 
foot in the Toledo »nd other parts of the- 
city. Crowds rush along with torches or 
banners in one hand and knives or swords 
in the other, like so many mad bacchanali- 
ans, only they were not drunk, except with 
joy and newly-found liberty, and they stop 
and hug atd kiss, and then. rush on till 
they meet with other crowds.
